"Bwoaring," we shall have a tolerably 
correct representation of the age in 
which wo live. Fi r venturing to bhk 
Ben far loss Ih'nn Mr. Cardwell nsBericd 
Iho other day many a good eoloniflt has 
been dennnnced as discontenlod iiud dis- 
loyal. " What is truth ?" is a question 
which was asked upon a very memor- 
able ocooHioD, more than eighteen hun- 
dred years ago, and to which a verbal 
answer has nover been roturned. To 
answer it in ibo ncRntivo i•^ easier thnn 
to answer it in the utlirniiiiive. Li every 
Ego men have doeu neardjiog ailor u, 
and to-day there are as many answers 
08 there are ^hodea of religiou* belief.

etnngih of the natioD that Britonn 
would never be Pl.ives, that they would 
Dover submit to a Burn nder cf their 
political rights. It was iruo loyalty 
which ted tbem ever to prefer open re- 
volt to a surrender ot consiiiuuonai mid 
inherent rights and liberties. T. e 
greai problem Brirl«h i«tate8m»n8hip is 
BOW called upon to solve is "What shall 
we do with our colonies Have the 
colouists no voice in the matter? S^) 
far as Brilifh Ni i th America is concern- 
ed, 'be laio ol the Colonies may be re- 
garded us decided. On ihit continent 
IB to spring up a second BritaiOi a 
"Greater Brltai..." Here the nation in 
to reproduce itself, on a larger scale. 
"Westward ihe course of empire takes 
its way;" and l>y the time that the sun 
of Britain's glory shall have set in the 
oaetorn hemisphere, a fe* ages hence, 
more or loss, and before Maoaulay's 
IJtiW Zoalauder shall have perched him- 
self upon a broken arch of London- 
bridge to sketch the mine of St. PbuI'h, 
these colooicB stretching Irom the At- 
laniio to the Pacifii', will have grown 
into a powerful British nation, in the 
bosom of which the ancient Crown will find 
a Bafe asylum and an honorable dignity ; 
and where thai flag, w bich t ome Englisb 
writers and EnRlich steteBmen are now 
draggling in the dirt, may take another 
leane of a "tbouaand years." But, in 
order to bring about such a gloriouH 
condition, Biate8mam<hip, both in the old 
world and the now, must rise to the 
occasion.

This British Uorth American nation— 
this gigantic John Bull of the coming 
time, who is going to butho his head in 
the Pacific and bis feet in tho Allan lie, 
must be the child of a great and liberal 
national policy. It is niter folly oiher» 
wise to expect that a now nation is 
going to spring up alongside the United 
States. If tbo loiporiai Government 
would not see all hope of the fruition of the 
great Confedera ion schorae extinguished 
it must aid and encourage the osmb- 
li>hinent of a grand DBtioual policy 
which will m:!k6 the North American 
Po>iBe9siOn8 trom sea to sea one not 
merely on paper but by a real, pruo- 
tical union, by the immediate con- 
Blrueiion ofan arterial highway through 
which the national life blood may flow 
freely 'o every part. Some tell us that 
the Imperial Government intends to 
kick us off into rpaco, and have nothing 
more to do with us, least of all in ex- 
pending Imperial cash in promoting 
colonial interests. We must doclino to 
believe aii} thing of tho sort, it is in^ 
conceivable that a nation ever ready to 
mediate between tho most paltry poo' 
pies, even at the expense of millions, 
would refuse u helping hand to sot up 
her own kith and kin in tho wurld. It 
cannot bo believed 'hac a. n;ilion which 
rushed into tt;o conirt) of Aby.-siiiia, at 
an expense of noiirly lif'iy niniiin dol- 
lars, tosotaainglo sunj cl free, would 
hesitate to rondor reasonatile and es- 
sential aid to four millions of the most 
loyal of its sub^eets, and to coiisolid-au 
tho most impi rliuit of all its pcsess- 
ions. \V J uiiei ly refuse 10 buliuvo that 
a nation whiih, iu coiijuuciion with its 
allie8,ru bed to the side of the ''ick Tark, 
at an ezpendiiure ol one bidlon m mouH 
ey and still more in blood, will be fouud 
unwilling in the day ot need to extend 
Bubstantial aid loward-i making tbo 
British American Empire a reality, iu- 
stead ot a shad jw. Have the people ol 
this colony no duty to perform— no part 
in tbe great work '{
